“A long list of precedents are 
cited, none of which presents a case 
in point or one that goes anything 
like as far as Great Britain has 
gone in the present instance,” he 
said, 

TREATMENT OF MAILS. 

“England and France, in effect, 
say they propose to treat all mail. 
regardless of its character, as mer- 
chandise. The United States has not 
conceded the right of Great Britain 
to search neutral letter mail on the 
high seas. This right can not well 
be conceded since the precedents are 
the other way. 

“The position taken by the allies 
in thig particular is more extra- 
ordinary. There can be no real 
Goubt as to the American conten- 
tion that Great Britain and France 
have no right to intercept neutral 
mails on the high seas and subject 
them to the same treatment as in 
their own ports. 

“When Great Britain tn her first 
reply and again in this reply an- 
nounced she would not exercise this 
right on the high seas,” for the 
present, she admitted that her right 
to do so was at least doubtful even 
from her own standpoint. As a mat- 
ter of fact, the rule h quite clear 
that a belligerent has no right to 
intercept neutral mall on the high 
seas. 

“Not having this right on the hich 
seas, obviously, France and Great 
Britain cannot bestow this right 
upon themselves by compelling neu- 
tral ships, by one device or another, 
to enter their territorial waters and 
there subject the malls to a search 
not lawful on the high seas.

ALTIMORE, Oct. 15.— Dr. Hor- 
B ace T. Burrows, pathologist at 

Johns Hopkins, has found the 
infantile paralysis germ discovered 
nine years ago by Dr. Simon Flex- 
ner of Rockefeller Institute. 

Present always in every case of 
the disease is a germ found in the 
large intestine, showing that the 
disease is spread by some raw food. 
This must be either milk or water, 
because babies die of the disease 
which have been fed only on milk 
and water. 

Dr. Burrows and his assistants 
under the direction of Prof. Wil- 
liam H. Welsh have been making 
autopsies upon every victim of the 
disease since July in a careful mi- 
croscopic search. It has been found 
that the germs occur only in the 
colon. 

The investigation prove that 100 
per cent. are infected in this big 
intestine. It is only possible for the 
germs to enter the big intestine by 
way of the mouth in food and drink. 
This discovery demonstrates for 
the first time clearly that raw food 
contains the germ of infantile pa- 
ralysis. 

The investigators are so certain 
there is no other way that they sug- 
gest the quarantine be raised against

LAVS IN FURIOUS DASH 


ONDON, Oct. 15.—The battle on 
the Stokhod River in Volhynia 
has broken out anew. The 

Russians leaped from trenches to 
the attack yesterday morning, and 
before darkness came, the fighting 
had assumed the ferocity that 
characterized the days of early 
summer. 

Brussiloſf had prepared for his 
movement in his usual methodical 
manner. For nearly forty-eight 
hours preceding the infantry charge 
the heaviest guns that could be 
mustered poured a deluge of shot 
and shell into the enemy's entrench- 
ments, Along fhe five-mile front 
from Karytniga, north along the 
winding, 
hardly a foot of the German 


Austrian trench lines escaped im- 
mersion in the flood of metal huried 
1 


dawn, the vivid flashes momentarily 
lighting up the whole country side 
and conveying to the gunners some 
idea of the devastation they were 
causing to the enemy's works. 

It was not until dawn that the 
Russian troops, waiting in long, deep 
rows behind their breastworks ready 
to spring forward at the word of 
command, were able to obtain any 
accurate idea of the destructive ef- 
fects of the all-night bombardment. 
The gunners had done their part 
well—almost too well, 

DEADMAN’'S LAND FURROWED. 

Deadman’s Land spread out de- 
fore their eyes, furrowed its length 
ahd breadth with yawning ditches 
and craters, a few of them so regu- 
lar as to suggest the handiwork of 
man. Towering heaps of earth and 
rock thrown up by exploding shells 

irregular intervals over the 
stretch of ground between the hos- 
tile lines, gave the appearance of 
peaceful farm lands dotted with 
stacks of freshly-garnered hay or 
corn shocks. 

Beyond the neutral the 
enemy's trenches show in thinly- 
pencilied lines, paralleling the Rus- 
Sans own shelters. Observers re- 
ported as soon as the early morning 
mists cleared away the havoc that 
had been wrought in the Teuton 
ranks. The breastworks had been 
levelled, dugouts wrecked, and bat- 
teries destroyed. The advanced line 
of trenches appeared to be deserted. 
Many of the communicating trenches 
had been obliterated. The German 
guns were speaking only spasmodi- 
cally, their shells were hurled to- 
ward the Russian lines without aim 
and without effect. 

Several lines of Teuton_ trenches 
were carried, prisoners and guns 
were seized, the despairing efforts of 
the enemy to wrest back their tem- 
porarly home failed. 

HAIG’S TROOPS ACTIVE. 

Haig’s troops have won new suc- 
cesses in the Theipval region of the 
Somme front. Here the British are 
confronted by two great obstacles to 
an advance—the powerfully fortified 
Stuff and Schwaben redoubts. 

After heavy artillery preparation 
the British formed in this sector 


yesterdgy and advanced on both po- 


sitions. North of the Stuff redoubt 
two lines of German trenches were 
cleared for a distance of 200 yards. 
North and west of the Schwaben 
redoubt the enemy was thrust back 
a considerable distance. The Ger- 
mans again adhered to the policy of 
abandoning ground in preference to 
losing men in great numbers. About 
300 prisoners were swept behind the 
British ranks i the two movements. 

Both of these bastions in the Ger- 
man line now appear to be perilous- 
ly close to capture. From domin- 
ating positions on three sides of 
them the heavy British guns are 
pouring forth a destructive fire that 
will soon pave the way for the 
charge of the infantry. With the 
two redoubts in their hands, the 
British will be able to sweep 
northward along the eastern side of 
the Ancre Valley with little opposi- 
tion, thus bringing Bapaume under 
attack from the flank. 

A slight advance was also made 
by the British this morning to the 
northeast of Gueudecourt where 
Flaie’s troops threaten to encircle 
Transiov from the north and thus 
force the evacuation by the Ger- 
mans of their Unes along the Beth- 
une road between Transloy and 
Sailly-Salillisel. Success in this 
movement would straighten out the 
allied front south of Bapaume and 
permit of an advance on both sides 
of the triangle at whose apex lies 
their objective. 

In the face of furious counter 
blows by the Germans along the 
whole front south of the Somme, 
the French made no attempt to en- 


marsh-flanked Stokhod, 
and- 


ed in working their way as far 
the French lines. 

Few French successes since 
beginning of the offensive promise 
more than that obtained in the vi- 
cinitty of Belloy-en-Santerre 
Ablaincourt. Both have an im- 
portant bearing on the drive against 
Perenne from the south.

CHRISTIANITY’S DRESS PARADE 
SCORED AT CONVENTION, 


flict in Europe Takes no Con- 
sideration of Creeds, Says Ainslie.

DES MOINES, Oct. 15,.-—-Serious 
aspects of world affaires demand in- 
creased efforts toward Christian 
unity, according to Peter Ainslie of 
Baltimore, who addressed the 


tonight. He said, in part: 
“We have been so long soccus- 
tomed to division in the church that 


it le frequently looked upon as 4 
normal condition, whereas it is both 
abnormal and immoral... A divided 
church can never serve the purpose 
for which it was established, for 
its divisiong make it carnal and in- 
competent. Jesus sald that a house 
divided against itself cannot stand, 
so that the issue today is not wheth- 
er Christianity will conquer the 
world but whether it will be able to 
stand against the great opposing 
forces. 

“The church never faced a more 
serious period in its history than 
now. I had a letter from Dr. John 
R. Mott a few days ago in which 
he said if there ever was a time for 
the church to get upon her knees 
and stay there in prayer, it is now, 
for there is no other method of 
meeting the issue except by a re- 
newed consecration. 

“There is not a nation on the globe 
a majority of whose citizens are 
Christians; the worst war in the 
history of the world is raging on 
the continent where Christianity 
has been the longest and a dozen 
other conditions of similar charac- 
ter face us. Long before this war 
neither Roman Catholic nor Prot- 
estants were increasing in Burope 
and the growth of Christianity in 
America has been nothing to be 
compared to its possibilities, 

“The principles of force on one 
side and worldiinesa on the other 
in the midst of a divided household 
are undermining the very foundation 
of our faith, so that if our religion 
is based only upon certain scrip- 
tural interpretations or creda] pro- 
nouncements, it will never satisfy 
the hunger of the world’s multi- 
tude. When asked why this condi- 
tion there is but one answer and that 
in it ie the product of a divided 
church, 

“The fact of the matter is the 
church has been fooling away her 
time on credal pronouncements and 
dress parades, keeping up her de- 
nominationa! fences; and with scores 
of men willing to die for denomi- 
national convictions, no one of which 
has anything to do with the salva- 
tion of a single soul, while a great 
world has been lying at the feet 
of the church, lost and uncured of 
its gins. 

More than to any other source the 
cause of the great war lies at the 
door of the church-—en instance of 
lost opportunity, I was in Burope 
at the outbreak of this war and 1 
was «simply overwhelmed that 
neither the Roman Catholic nor the 
Protestant churches were taken in- 
to any consideration whatsoever but 
the great war moved as though the 
churches did not exist. The Ru- 
ropean tragedy has revealed the im- 
potency in the House of God as it 
never has been revealed to us before. 
“There is no time for boasting; 
there is no time for arrogance, As 
disciples of Christ, we ourselves are 
called to practice long suffering and 
patience and brotherliness with the 
whole Christian world that will win 
men to the principles that underlie 
all union, for a theological union is 
of little avail, an ecclesiastical union 
will produce division, a union by 
compromise ig only temporary. It 
must be a union bullt upon the spirit 
of Jesus Christ, who revealed the 
dignity of repentance, the power of 
love, the charm of kindness and the 
winsomeness of long suffering. These 
are the fundamental things in re- 
ligion.”

A GOSPEL OF 
ARBITRATION, 


Noted Divine Says this is 
America’s Opportunity. 


Our Destiny to Bring About 
Abolition of War. 


Believes United States Must 
Lead Christian W ork. 


Dr. Charles F. Aked was greeted 
by a large congregation yesterday 
when he spoke in the First Congre- 
gational Church on the subject of 
“God's Plan for America in the Re- 
creation of the World.” The church 
Was crowded to capacity, hundreds 
stood in the aisles and foyer and 
many persons were turned away. 

A vivid picture of the war in Eu- 
rope, as he had seen. it, was given 
by the speaker. Then, in his appeal 
to America, Dr. Aked said: 

“There is a change of attitude on 
the part of some of the most influ- 
ential men in Germany today. 
Whereas in the past the mind of 
Germany has deen hermetically 
Sealed against the idea of arbitra- 
tien and the enthronement of law 
above the sword, today there is a 
change. 

“Men, whose convictions possess 
international significance, have been 
convinced by the stern logic of war 
that war cannot be the last word of 
human wisdom and that the nations 
must find some better way of set- 
tling their disputes. 

“What of our own country? I 
call your attention to the speech of 
the President of the United States 
on May 28 at Washington. In that 
speech the President deciared that 
this war has put forward the think- 
ing of the world by a whole age. 
We need to know then in what di- 
rection it has moved. The Presi- 
dent said, ‘In the direction of a 
league of nations pledged to keep 
the peace of the world, a league 
of nations which shall forbid any 
one nation to make war without 
first submitting ite whole course to 
the judgment of the civilized world; 
and the President, speaking as he 
said he thought he might speak, 
in the name of thé United States, 
said that he thought he was enti- 
tled to pledge the willingness and 
the competence of the United States 
of America to come into a feasible 
association of nations with this end 
in view—a league of nations to en- 
force the peace of the world. 

“I have come here to speak to you 
this morning only for the purpose 
of putting to you one single belief, 
this one conviction—that the United 
States of America has been called 
into existence for this purpoge, has 
been divinely created, divinely com- 
miasioned, divin@ly equipped, to lead 
the nations of the world along thix 
path of peace. 

“To me it is wonderful as I seem 
to see it, this continent kept empty 
up to a certain moment when the 
evolution of the human race 
reached a certain stage, a few In- 
dians wandering about in the forests 
and over the plaing; not scratching 
the surface of the continent; then, 
in the providence of God, the brave 
of the great historical nations of 
the old world brought here, put 
into this broad land, given their 

portunity. 

“Surely, God has a purpose in all 
this. This is not accident This 
is God. The manifest destiny of the 
American people—to build up juster 
foundations than the old world ever 
jaid. You are set in this broad land. 
You are young. You have the cour- 
age to try experiments. The air 
is electrical, stimulating, and here 
a man must do his best. Here is 
no tyranny imposed from without, 
no divine right of kings to govern. 
We are subject only to the laws we 
ourselves have made. The blood of 
noble nations commingled flows in 
our veins. Short as is the span 
of our achievement, it is radiant 
with massive accomplishment, 
grand memories on us shine. 

“If ever God revealed his will to 
any people on the earth he has re- 
vealed it unto us. We are to evoive 
a nobler manhood and womanhood 
than the old world ever knew. We 
are to evolve a type of humanity 
with more of divinity at its heart. 
This cannot be accomplished in mod- 
ern war, in mutilation and massacre 
by machinery. It can only be ac- 
complished in the arts of civiliza- 
tion,*in the light of Christianity, fol-

Prince of Peace. 

“This is America’s predestined 
mission, America’s predestined 


hope. If we put our politics there 
on that platform of the kingdom of 
heaven, we, or our children or our 
children’s children after us, shall 
see the end of the curse and sin of 
war. We shall —— Christ's king- 
dom come in ternational peace 
and international love.”

Word has been received from the 
East of the death of Dr. R. C. 
Flower, who was wellknown, in- 
deed, in Arizona about twenty years 
ago, at which time he promoted the 
Spenazuma Mining Company, on the 
basis of a worthless rocky hill- 
side in Graham county, which he ad- 
vertised as bearing the riches of 
Golconda. It is probable that no 
other mining enterprise in the 
Southwest ever had such a degree of 
exploitation, enormous sums of 
money being spent in advertisement 
for the sale of the stock. The scheme 
was investigated by George H. 
Smaliey, now Republican candidate 
for member of the State Tax Com- 
mission, but then a newspaper man. 
He found that the ground was 
worthless and that there had been 
gross misrepresentations concerning 
the quantity of development and of 
mining machinery Installed. He was 
offered $5000 if he would retract an 
article he had written. This offer 
was Tepeated by the management of 


the Arizona Republican, by which 
he was employed. Then V. Mur- 
phy issued a warning, advising 


against foolish investment in un- 
known mining stocks, especially 
naming the Spenazuma, and the 
scheme was dead, though it was un- 
derstood that Flower had cleared an 
enormous sum already, after pay- 
ment of advertising expenses and 
the cost of elaborate offices in New 
York. 

Flower probably was one of the 
greatest confidence men ever known 
in America, dealing in large figures 
and securing as much as $1,000,000 
in a single haul from individual vie- 
tims. Though arrested more than 
twenty times, he was imprisoned 
only about two years ago, when he 
served a sentence for swindling.

ALLIES LOSE MILLION 


IN SOMME OFFENSIVE. 


(BY WIRELESS AND A. P. 


ERLIN, Oct. 15 (via Sayville.)— 
B British and French divisions 
with a total of more than one 
million men have been virtually 
annihilated in the Somme battle, 


is not a talker but a man of deeds.’ says the military critic of the Over- 


seas News Agency. According to 
the figures from Swiss sources, as 
given by the News Agency the 
Russian losses from June 1 to 
October 2, were about one milion 


men. 

The news agency's military critic 
writes: 

“The heavy sacrifices made by 
the British and Freneh for the re- 
capture of each square yard on the 
Somme is proved by the fact that 
in three and one half months about 
ninety fresh divisions were virtual- 
ly annihilated, so that it was nec- 
essary to withdraw them forever. 
(Ninety divisions represents a total 
of considerably more than 1,000,000 
men. There are about 12,000 men 
in a French division and 19,000 in 
a British division). 

“These divisions disappeared com- 
pletely from battle. fty-five di- 
visions in consequence of their great 
losses were able to engage in com- 
bat only twice, fifteen divisions three 
times, and only one was able to en- 
gage in combat four times. Four 
divisions had suffered so severely 
after their second engagement that 
it was necessary to send them to 
quict sectors, but on critical days 
they were again thrown in.” 

Turning to the eastern front, the 
critic writes: 

“The Fourth Siberian Corps from 
August 31 to September 3 lost be- 
tween 13,000 and 14,000 men de- 
fore Bubnov. The Tenth Siberian 
Rifle Division, which was attached 
to the Fourth Corps, lost between 
5000 and 6000 men near Korytniza. 
The Fourth Rifle Division, between 
August 31 and September 20, lost 
between 6000 and 6000 men near 
Szxelov. and the Second Rifle Divi- 
sion, in three days, lost at the same 
place between 4000 and 5000 men. 

“From the beginning of the of- 
fensive 178 divisions, partly new and 
partiy brought up to strength re- 
cently, were launched against the 
German positiong on the Somme,” 
the critic continues, 

Referring to the total losses of 
the Ruasians, he says:

INTERESTS BACK MOVES. 


Clark Roads Expect to Let the 
Contract Soon for New Santa Ana 
Line—Big Copper Concern will 
Build One-hundred-mile Branch 
in Arizona. 


work on the Salt Lake's proposed 
twenty-five-mile extension from 
Pico to Santa Ana will be opened in 
this city, the 25th inst., it was an- 
nounced yesterday by General Man- 


let a few days later. 
The line will 
Whittier, Fullerton and Anaheim. 
Ana, combination freight and pas- 
senger stations of pleasing appear- 
ance will be erected within a few 
months. The road, which will be 
equipped for both steam and gaso- 
line-electric service, will tap a rich 
district. 
The date for the actual laying of 
the rails has not been determined, 
but it will probably be some time 
after the close of the rainy season, 
according to Mr. Nutt. 

Another railroad project on which 
work will be started shortly is that 
to build a line from Jerome, Ariz., 
to Mesa. on the Arizona Eastern, 
about 130 miles. J. S. Douglas. of 
the Phelps, Dodge & Co.'s interests, 
is said to be at the head of the new 
project. He is also largely inter- 
ested in the United Verde Extension 
mines at Clarksdale, near Jerome, 
and it is reported that plans are be- 
ing made to build a new smelter at 
these properties. It is also under- 
stood that the El Paso & South- 
western is to be extended from Tuc- 
gon northwest to a connection with 
the new line at Mesa. 

In connection with rai] extensions 
in the Southwest, the Santa Fe has 
just issued a report showing acqui- 
sitions of and construction of ad- 
ditional mileage during the fiscal 
year that ended June 30. This re- 
port shows that the Crosbyton- 
South Plains, extending from Lub- 
bock, Tex., to Crosbyton, was ac- 
quired during the year, and an ex- 
tension southwest from Lubbock of 
about sixty-five miles is now under 
construction; an extension of the 
Minkler Southern is also under con- 
struction from Lindsay to Porter- 
ville, twelve miles. It is expected 
that both these projects will be com- 
pleted during the current fiscal year. 
The North Texas & Santa Fe was 
organized to build from Hansford, 
Tex., to a point on the Santa Fe 
main line, at or near Shattuck, Ellis 
county, Oklahoma, eighty-five miles. 
Work was completed during the 
year on the extension of the Oil 
Fields & Santa Fe, and the line is 
now in operation from Jennings, 
Okla., south to Pemeta, thence 
southwest to Cushing, thirty miles.

Mayor Woodman and his busi- 
ness policy bids fair to settle once 
and for all the vexing power sit- 
uation, and to obtain complete mu- 
nicipal ownership at an early date, 
upon a physical valuation basis. This 
is the avowed end to which the 
present administration is working. 

The ultimate result will probably 
be the taking over ef the three 
plants in Los Angeles at a price of 
approximately $12,500,000. 

This $10,000,000 tentative offer was 
in itself a compromise between 
Chief Engineer Mulholland’s figure 
of about $11,000,000 and President 
Betkouski’s suggestion of $500,000 
more than Engineer's Scattergood's 
estimate of $7,500,000:as8 the cost of 
paralleling. 

This $10,000.00 tentative offer was 
met by the companies with a reply 
of something less than $15,000,000, 
when severance damage is taken in 


It is believed probable, however, 
that severance damage to the compa- 
nies can be taken care of through 
the entering of a contract for an 
indeterminate period for the pur- 
chase by the city from the compa- 
nies of surplus power, at wholesale. 
Such a contract would provide a 
market for the companies for their 
surplus. 

With severance damages thus tak- 
en care of, the remaining figure, 
that of the price for the companies’ 
plants themselves, could be taken 
care of on a physical valuation basis, 
This basis, it is stated, would be 
to take the Rallroad Commission's 
figure of $4,750,000 for the Edison 
plant, plus the $250,000 which this 
company has expended in later ex- 
tensions, and improvements, making 
a total to the Edison company of 
$5,000,000. The Edison company, 
while it has 43 per cent. of the busi- 
ness of the city, represents only 
40 per cent. of the physical valua- 
tion of the three properties, which 
would make a total physical valua- 
tion in Los Angeles of $12,500,000. 
It is pointed out that the opera- 
tion of a municipally-owned monop- 
oly would give the city a gross in- 
come of $5,000,000 a year at present 
rates, while the city’s expenses 
would be much less, operating as 
a monopoly, than the total expenses 
of the city, the Edison, the Pacific 
Light and Power Corporation and 
the Los Angeles Gas and Electric 
Corporation each operating sepa- 
rately, with separate overhead ex- 
penses, pay rolls and bonds to meet. 
Chief Electrical Engineer Scatter- 
good has estimated that with a par- 
alleling plant costing $7,500,000 he 
could get half the business of the 
city, while the compromise plan 
would give all the business at less 
than twice the expense.

of the State Railroad Commission, 
copies of which were received here 
yesterday. The bonds aré to be is 
sued at not less than 90 per cent. of 
their face value and the proceeds 
used for the construction of a power 
plant. 
The Fontana Power Company is 
also authorized to contract with the 
Fontana Union Water Company and 


the Fontana Company for the con- 
veyance to it by the other two of 
the power-house site, right of way 
and rights to use certain waters of 
Lytle Creek, in San Bernardino 
county. The 


conveyance is the 100 shares of cap- 
ital stock above mentioned. 

The Ratlroad Commission also 
gives the Fontana Power Company 
a certificate that public convenience 
and necessity require the construc- 
tion of the electrical power plant 
and system near the town of Rialto 
in the southwestern portion of San 
Bernardino county. 

The Fontana Power Company was 
organized last April, with a capital 
stock of $350,000. It is closely as- 
sociated with the real estate devel- 
opment known as the Fontana 
Lands. These lands were thirty- 
eight miles east of Los Angeles, 
seven miles west of San Bernardino 
and nine miles north of Riverside. 
They embrace approximately 18,000 
acres, of which 14,000 acres are un- 
der agricultural development, and 
12,000 acres under irrigation. The 
water is obtained by gravity from 
Lytle Creek and from wells. 

The Softhern California Edison 


Company will lease the plant for 
thirty years and operate it at its full 


consideration for thiscapacity, twenty-four hours a day.

In a sermon on “The Glory of 
Evangelism” Dr. W. E. Tilroe in 
the University Methodist Episcopal 
Church, yesterday, said, in part:

WR FROM CHRONIC FAULT- 
TENDENCIES Is YOUR OWN 
L AND IT DOES HAAM 

The subject of Dr. C. Ellwood 
Nash in the First Universalist 
Church yesterday was “The Art of 
Feeling Friendly.” In the course 
of his address the speaker said: 

“There is an attitude or frame of 
mind which disposes its owner, not 
to shut his eyes to realities, not to 
for shortcomings, not to 
lower ideals for the sake of excusing 
rawness, not to pet the delinquent, 
but to look upon every comer with 
a brotherly eye, to throw over him 
the mantle or suffuse him with the 
atmosphere of friendly regard.

“On the other hand, richest com- 
pensations attend the habit of meet- 
ing people in the spirit of alert and 
purposeful friendship, putting you at 
once on their side, and thus not only 
baptizing your own being with the 
good will you have let loose, but set- 
ting free their better selves, and 
transfiguring in a light that perhaps 
for the first time reveals them as 
they inly are.”

RELIGION Is AN ACCOMPANIMENT OF LIFE, 
THB FINER ESSENCE THAT ARISES OUT 
F ALL TRUE HUMAN ACITIVITY. 


In his sermon on “The Essentials 
of Religion,” in the First Unitarian 
Church yesterday morning, Rev. E. 
Stanton Hodgin, said: 

“It was once thought that religion 
was the one thing that could be most 
easily taught. The feeling is rapidly 
growing that religion is the one thing 
that is most difficult to teach. Re- 
ligion does not present itself to us 
as it did in former times. It does 
not present itself to us in teachable 
terms as it once did. 

“So long as religion was regarded 
as a supernatural element that must 
be injected into the natural life by 
some self-conscious external means 
it was a comparatively simple mat- 
ter. Religion was thought of as 
something that could be confined and 
directed by established forms and 
formulas. 

“But religion no longer appeals to 
us as a thing that can be reduced to 
forms or formulas. Religion is an 
accompaniment of life. Religion is 
that finer essence that rises out of 
all true human activity. It is not 
something that can be efther taught 
or transmitted in any direct way. We

In the course of a sermon on “I'm 
Not Religious, But—,” delivered by 
Rabbi Edgar F. Magnin in Temple 
B'nai Bruhn at the regular services 
for the Sabbath, he said, in part: 

“There is the man who says I am 
not religious, but I am good. I try 
to do my duty. I pay my bills. 1 
strive to live up to the highest ideals 
of citizenship.” This man confuses 
religion and ethics. He makes them 
synonomous and this they are not, 

“Ethics ig included in the term 
religious.“ Indeed, morality is the 
chief aim of religion, but it is not all 
of religion. Religion must make for 
morality. It must be the dynamo 
that creates goodness. It must be a 
great and potent force and inspira- 
tion that will create better men and 
women, else it is not real religion. 

“The man who says ‘I am not re- 
ligious, but I am good,’ generally 
evinces an indifference and oftimes 
an aversion toward organized re- 
ligion. The church has antagonized 
that man. The failure of religious 
sects to live up to their highest 
teachings, the stress that has been 
laid upon dogma and theology 
rather. than upon love and justice, 
has turned away many a thinking 
man and woman from the house of 


worship. 
“The religion of the future will 
appeal to thinking people. If 


church and synagogue are to live 
the message of the pulpit must be 
liberal, broad and saturated with the 
things of the present hour. 

“Men go to church to be helped. 
They crave inspiration and desire 
to be helped in their effort to solve 
the big moral problems that ¢on- 
front them in their daily lives.

ROBERT K. WALTON. 
THEOSOPHICAL LECTURE. 
THEOSOPHY ANSWERS THE PUZZLES OF LIFE 
AND DESTH AND RECONCILES ALL RE- 
LIGIONS BY NATURE'S LAWS. 

In the Theosophical headquarters 
in Blanchard Building last evening, 
Robert K. Walton delivered a lec- 
“Vibration, the Basis of 
Life.” He said, in part: 

“One of the fundamental con- 
cepts of science is that all matter 
whether in the form of mineral. 
vegetable or animal, is composed of 
vibrating particles. Cunning, deli- 
cate mechanisms have been devised 
in the laboratories by which vary- 
ing rates of vibration are measured. 
For instance, different colors are 
found to have a different number of 
vibrations; the difference in sounds 
is due to their varying vibratory 
rates. By ascertaining the vibra- 
tory key note or rate of oscillation 
of the particles composing any ob- 
ject, animal, or human being, it is 
possible to strengthen or weaken 
thesé in accordance with the man- 
ner and intent of sounding out this 
key note. Thus a delicate glass 
may be shattered by a note sounded 
on a violin; a bridge has been 
known to fall under the rhythmic 
marching of troops; or animals are 
cowed, and human beings encour- 
aged and cured. 

“The un@erstanding of the laws 
behind these and many other phe- 
nomena can be found through a 
study of Theosophy, that extraordi- 
nary combination of science, phil-

He had fought 
that question out in the third temp- 
tation. He could not do evil that 
good might come. 

“He made no concesions to great- 
ness. He had no private gate where 
specials with passes might énter. All 
must come in by way of the cross.

from the Legislature through the medium 
of direct legislation to the electorate of 
the State as a whole. Accompanying them 
are also two State highway propositions 
that have received the unanimous indorse- 
ment of the Legislature, but must be rat- 
ified by the people before they become laws. 
Seven, in all, to vote on. The direct legis- 
lation acts are creating the most contro- 
versy. 
Propositions No, 1 and No. 2 on the bal- 
lot are known as the prohibition amend- 
ments. They contain some good features, 
but, like nearly all direct legislation, they 
are confiscatory in their nature. They are 
a recrudescence of the fury of reform that 
has too often spotted the surplice of the 
clergy, the ermine of judges and the purple 
of kings. Striking blindly at the recog- 
nized evils of the liquor traffic, they would 
destroy the ‘innocent with the guilty, the 
vineyard with the saloon. They remind one 
of the physician who would cure a felon on 
a finger by cutting off the hand. Amend- 
ment No. 1 compels absolute prohibition; it 
is as arroganf as the Inquisition. Amend- 
ment No. 2 would accomplish the same re- 
sult through a slightly different method of 
procedure; the one would hang the vine- 
yardist between two thieves, the other 
would imprison him for life. The effect on 
the commercial and industrial welfare of 
the State would be equally disastrous. A 
saner method of regulating the liquor traffic 
and stamping out the evil of the open bar 
would be for the advocates of prohibition to 
devote their attention to electing represent- 


atives to make their fight for them in the 


Legislature in place of trying to do the leg- 
islating themselves. 

Proposition No. 3 is known as the State 
‘Highway Act. It authorizes the comple- 
tion of the State highway system pre- 
scribed by the State Highway Act of 1909 
and permits the State to issue $15,000,000 
in bonds in order that the money may be 
available at once for this work. These 
bonds have been indorsed by the Los An- 
geles Chamber of Commerce and by nearly 
all the other leading industrial and com- 
mercial bodies of the state. The highways 
already constructed are a highly valuable 
asset to the whole State; they are reduc- 
ing the averages taxes through adding new 
values to the assessment rolls of the coun- 
ties through which they pass; they tend to 
cheapen the price to the consumer of food- 
stuffs through lessening the cost of trans- 
portation to market of farm products, and 
they reveal to the tourist hitherto hidden 
beauties of California's wonderland. The 
bonds deserve the support of every elector. 

Proposition No. 4 represents the after- 

math of the attempt of the present State 
administration to abolish all political par- 
ties in California. The first anti-party 
amendment was overwhelmingly beaten in 
the special referendum election of 1915. 
— Single tax pops out like a political Jack- 
in-the-box from proposition No. 5. This 
appears as an initiative measure because 
the läst Legislature declined to submit a 
similar bill as a proposed constitutional 
amendment. Similar initiative measures 
appeared on the ballot in 1912 and th 1914 
and were beaten by enormous majorities; 
but the single-tax advocates continue to 
buzz like so many mosquitoes about every 
general election. The amendment provides 
for single tax in its most drastic form. No 
taxes could be levied except on land. II 
censes, income taxes, inheritance taxes, 
taxes on gross incomes and statutory fees 
are forbidden. The saloons would escape; 
the corporations would escape; swollen for- 
tunes would escape; all taxes would come 
from the purse of the citizen so unfortu- 
nate as to be caught by the tax collector 
with title to a piece of real property. Its 
adoption would throw society and business 
in California into a state bordering closely 
on anarchy. California would suffer worse 
than the southern commonwealths ravaged 
by the Civil War. Its proponents are the 
notorious State Federation of Labor and a 
few fanatical theorists suffering from 
mental indigestion. Its opponents are 
every agricultural, industrial and commer 
cial institution and association in the State 
and practically the whole body of produc- 
ers. The issue is a clash between the 
drones and the bees of the industrial hive. 

Proposition No, 6 marks the revolt of the 
better elements of California citizenship 
against the constantly-growing practice of 
purchasing votes in the Legislature with 
the money of the State. It provides that 
no member of the Legislature may hold 
any other salaried State office during the 
term for which he is elected. Twenty-six 
members of the present Legislature are 
on the State pay roll in political sinecures; 
every one of them voted for every measure 
that the Governor, who appointed them, 
favored in the last legislative session. That 
tells in a sentence why this initiative meas- 
ure is proposed and why neither the Gover. 
nor himself nor any of his satellites dares 


to oppose it. 

Proposition No. 7 is a nical amend- 
ment to the State Highway Act of 1909. It 
relieves some of the smaller counties from 
oppressive burdens growing out of the con- 
struction of expensive connecting links of 
State or national main highways through 
undeveloped territory and can do no harm. 
It received the unanimous indorsement of 


the last Legislature and should be ap- 


proved by the electorate. 


HOULD CHURCHES REMARRY DI- 
8 VORCEES? 

Matrimony, like the Sabbath day, of 
course, should be kept holy. But as to the 
best methods for securing both observ- 
ances our spiritual doctors disagree widely. 

Remarriage of divorced persons is one of 
the burning questions up for discussion be- 
fore the convention of the Episcopal 
church assembled at St. Louis. And just 
as we are not sure that a man who breaks 
the fourth commandment by digging up 
his back yard and planting Christmas 
sweet peas there on a Sunday morning 
should be debarred from possessing any 
back yard in the future, so the leading 
lights of the Episcopal church are divided 
on the point of whether men and women 
who have once made ducks and drakes of 
marriage vows ought, under the seventh 
commandment, to be allowed a second 
chance. 

To a certain extent the churchmen's dis- 
cussion of the issue is futile, since so long 
as the civil laws permit divorce and remar-

changing one mate for another than new 
members would rush to join the elect be- 
cause they were satisfied with their present 
life partners. 

Divorce for trivial causes has become 80 
common in America that it is hardly con- 
sidered any longer discreditable; divorcees, 
indeed, are sought as interesting subjects 
in intellectual society—rather good catches, 
in fact, for the unattached; and while this 
is so the ban of the church on remarriages 
of divorcees will fail to sustain the holiness 
of matrimony. 

Naturally, a church regards the matter 
from the standpoint of the church first. 
From the trend of the discussion in the 
Episcopal house of deputies, the dignity of 
that institution, not the indignity of divorce 
proceedings, is the main thing. 

Everyone can appreciate the position 
taken by a strict churchman that no per- 
son guilty of breaking marriage vows ought 
to be married again with the blessing of 
the church. But when a resolution is in- 
troduced that the innocent party in a d- 
vorce suit should also be refused a second 
church marriage we seem rather to have 
gone a step beyond the limit set by mod- 
ern religious tolerance. This sounds rather 
too much like belaboring the willing as well 
as the unwilling horse because a team 
doesn’t pull equally in double harness. 
One would hardly suppose that the church's 
reverence for tradition demands for the 
innocent the same treatment as the guilty. 

Yet respect for tradition looms largely as 
an argument among those of the clergy who 
are set against any church ceremony for a 
second blooming of those once divorced. 
Of course, there are divorces and divorces. 
One delegate distinguishes between divorce 
for petty offenses as granted by civil courts 
and “the grand crime of adultery.” Why 
“grand?” Shall we some day talk of the 
“magnificent felony of murder” or the “gor- 
geous charge of high treason?” ' 

No; the church is right in fighting the 
present tendency ¢o belittle the sacredness 
of matrimony. But it cannot base its ar- 
gument on church tradition. For through 
its bishops or canons or clergy it never 
discountenanced the many remarriages of 
the overmuch divorced King Henry VIII, nor 
did it inquire whether he was the innocent 
or the guilty party in his six matrimonial 
misadventures. In fact, it was for the sake 
of facilitating these many remarriages that 
the Protestant Episcopal church of Eng- 
land was first called into being. The ghost 
of Catherine of Aragon must smile—if 
ghosts can smile—at the present debate on 
remarriages being carried on in St. Louis 
by successors to the ecclesiasts who 
brought about the fall of Cardinal Wolsey. 


HE NEED OF AN AWAKENING. 

Nature places the remedies by the side 
of all ills. For nearly four years we have 
suffered from the effects of a national mal- 
administration that threatens to leave us 
as sterile and impotent nationally as Egypt, 
India and China. But the remedy is at 
hand in the form of Charles Evans Hughes 
and a Republican Congress. Every peo- 
ple,” wrote Voltaire, “finally succeeds in 
getting the kind of government that it de- 
serves.” If we have lost the energy to 
shake off this Democratic malaria, if we 
are too blinded mentally to distinguish good 
from evil, then we, too, shall follow the trall 
of the lost races over the precipice of obllv- 
ion. 
Our greatest danger is this treacherous 
lethargy. When the tocsfn sounds we yawn 
in place of awakening. Too many say that 
because we have sailed for 140 years with- 
out a shipwreck there are no more rocks. 
A raft is as safe as a lifeboat on a smooth 
lake; but we are entering the rapids. Not 
since the famous campaign of 1860 has 
there been a more urgent necessity for a 
man of action at the head of our national 
government and big men, backed by a 
strong party organization, in the national 
Congress. 

Our present Democratic administration is 
formidable on paper. It is a creature of 
words and ink, of attitudes and ‘platitudes; 
it lacks\the virile strength of Grant and 
Lincoln. Woodrow Wilson and his follow- 
ing have repudiated their own party plat- 
form: they have lacked the courage to back 
up their own threats. They no longer 
méasure up even to the fdeals of the Dem- 
ocratic party. When Cleveland threw down 
the gauntlet to the British empire in the 
Venezuelan controversy the world gasped. 
When President Wilson indicts a new note 
to the powers the world yawns. Our gov- 
ernment has lost.its energy of action: this 
can only be regained through a liberal in- 
fusion of stalwart Republican blood. 

We are no longer alert. Our Consuls and 
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Ambassadors are more concerned with our 
elections at home than with our policies 
abroad. Villa caught us napping; Carranza 
caught us napping; Japan caught us nap 
ping in China; our lethargy is becoming a 
byword of the nations. Two successive 
Congresses have frittered away their ses 
sions, at a time of a werld crisis, squab- 
bling over postoffices and patronage. Our 
coasts are open to armed invasion; our in- 
dustries and our labor are unprotected 
from foreign industrial competition. In 
place of protecting our industrial instita- 
tions from underpriced foreign goods 
dumped in our shores, the present adminis 
tration has concerned itself with legislation 
which increases the cost of production and 
transportation, placing the industry and 
labor of the country at the mercy of the 
foreign competitor. 

He that loses the respect of those about 
him cannot long continue to respect him- 
self. The United States is not a predatory 
nation; we are not avid for foreign con- 
quest; but we have a right to demand that 
we be permitted to place ouselves in a po 
sition to defend that which we now possess. 
“Let well enough alone,” counsel our Dem- 
ocratic contemporaries. Agreed, but we 
ask first to be placed in that condition of 
security that “well enovkh" contemplates. 

Charles Evans Hughes is essentially a 
man who possesses the courage of his con- 
viction. He is neither a fireeater nor a 
coward; he has energy tempered with 
judgment. He rushes hot blindly along un- 
known paths, but not once in his long po- 
litical career has he blanched or faltered 
before a menace; having once set his hand 
to the plow he has never turned back. 

Finally, when Mr. Hughes enters the 
White House he will be accompanied by a 
formidable array of strong, resolute men. 
Among his counselors will be two men 
who have themselves been at the head of 
our government. Does it mean nothing that 
these two men are now warning the Amer 
ican people that the present administration 
Is tt for a mere 
political consideration they assert that the 
welfare and prosperity of our nation de- 
mand that Charles Evans Hughes shall be 
placed at the helm of the ship of state and 
that he be given for crew a Republican 
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MR. WILSON’S “BROADENED VIEWS.” 
[St. Louis Globe-Democrat:] Certain 
labor officials, questioned as to their stand 
on the Presidential contest by the Literary 
Digest, said that Mr. Wilson's views on 
labor had “broadened” since he became 
President. This was to explain away how 
he proclaimed himself “a flerce partisan of 
the open shop” in a letter to anti-strike 
and anti-boycott advocates on January 12, 
1909, and how he declared, tn a baccalau- 
reate address to Princeton seniors six 
months later, that union labor had made 
the usual standard of the employee to

resentatives of the same “coarse crew” and 
told them how proud he was to be their 
fellow citizen. In 1907 he singled out 
Bryan as the most conspicuous political 
demagogue in the country and wished for 
a way to knock him into a cécked hat. once 
for all, but as a candidate, seeking the Dem- 
ocratic nomination for President, he 
courted Bryan's support at the sacrifice of 
his oldest friends. His views on a single 
term for President also “broadened” as 
soon as he was safely elected to one term. 
As soon as the Republican national plat- 
form declared for a Federal child labor 
law Mr. Wilson had another “broadening” 
of views. As a writer he had hooted at the 
constitutionality of such a proposal, but 
now he includes the enactment of such a 
measure among the choicest jewels of his 
administration, 

Mr. Wilson's views of a tariff commission, 
of trusts, of a tariff on sugar and dyes, of 
the neutrality of war loans, of the necessity 
for Ve preparedness “nervous and excited” 
people were agitating four months after the 
great war broke, of the tolls question, of 
“pitiless publicity,” of the merit system, 
of the power of the caucus, of woman suf- 
frage, of Federal primaries and numerous 
other subjects have “broadened” every 
time the exigencies of politica made such 
“broadening” expedient. No human being 
knows what Mr. Wilson's real views are 
on any subject except the advancement of 
the interests of Woodrow Wilson.

The abettors of the singletax 
amendment as it stands ready for 
the ballot in November have taken 
away all taxation on everything but 
land. Consider what this means to 
the owner of the little bungalow in 
its nest of flowers, to the man just 
getting started on his little poultry 
ranch, in fact, to all classes of home 
owners. 

The taxes of necessity would be 
such that only the very rich could 
afford to own their own homes, and, 
from a city of homes, Los Angeles 
would become a city of tehements. 
Why? Land taxation. : 

At the present time the State is 
supported by the tax from large cor- 
porations, banks, insurance compa- 
nies, etc. Under the new rule these 
corporations will have no tax to pay. 
Consequently the owners of land 
must make up this deficiency, and, 
in addition to the city and county 
and personal tax, must also pay for 
the State government. The tax will 
have to be paid just the same, al- 
though it will be called the tax on 
land only. Consequently the taxes 
on land must be doubled and more 
than doubled. The man who owns 
a vatant lot nest to his home on 
which he raises garden truck and 
chickens and thus helps support his 
growing family could no longer af- 
ford to keep the extra lot, and, on 
failure to pay the immense tax, the 
lot would revert to the State. And 
the child that he had been trying to 
educafe would have to go to work in 
order to pay the tax on the land on 
which he little home stands. 

The owners of the large buildings 

throughout the State would have no 
tax to pay and the little home owner 
will be called upon to help pay the 
taxes for the upkeep of the city and 
county and State which formerly 
was materially increased by the tax 
on these buildings.

$4000 may build a house to cost 
$25,000 and put $100,000 worth of 
furniture on the inside and his tax 
will be exactly the same as the man 
next to him with his modest home 
on the same-priced lot, but which 
cost him only $6000 to build and in 
which he has about $5000 worth of 
furniture. Why? Because the land 
only is taxed and each lot is worth 
but $4000. Is this ust and right?

Is THE PANAMA CANAL A PAIL- 
URE? 


{Thomas F. Logan in Leeite's.) 

Officials of the United States most 
directly responsible for maintaining 
the national defenses are greatly 
worried over the Panama Canal. It 
appears to be impossible to secure 
uninterrupted and certain transit 
through that waterway. The slides 
are a problem that apparently cannot 
be mastered without the expenditure 
of a sum approximating one-half of 
the entire cost of the canal. Engi 
neers who have carefully studied the 
problem express the opinion that the 
only certain method of preventing 
the slides is to remove the hills on 
either side of Gaillard Cut, a task 
comparable in magnitude to the 
original work. Maj.-Gen. Goethals & 
confidently reported in Washington 
to be extremely disappointed. He has 
deferred his resignation and is 
dozezediy fighting the natural 
agencies that block the canal from 
time to time. The United States 
government will not admit that the 
Panama Canal is a failure, but it is 
significant that there is renewed dis- 
cussion of the possibility of utilizing 
the Nicaraguan route in case the 
Panama slides are not thoroughly 
mastered, The United States has ex- 
clusive rights for constructing a 
canal through Nicaragua, under the 
treaty ratified last spring. Unofficial 
estimates show a Nicaraguan canal 
would be cheaper than the removal 
of the slides. Years ago the Nicara- 
gua Canal Company began to con- 
struct a waterway through that 
country. It finally gave up the at- 


Had the United States guaranteed 
the company’s bonds, the canal 
would have been finished long be- 
fore the Panama Canal and would 
have cost this country far less.

OSTON, Oct. 15.—The week 
R closed with the money market 
dull and easy and witkout 
Special feature. ‘There has been a 
shifting of funds caused by the nat- 
ural trend of money at this time to- 
ward the industrial and agricultural 
sections and the gradual! transfer of 
reserves of member banks to the 
Federal reserve institutions. 

The movements of money during 
the week were heavily against New 
York. The shipments of currency to 
the interior appear to have started 
in afresh, after a lull of a few weeks, 
as the New York banks reported a 
loss on this account alone of over 
$2,000,000.

FISHING HERE? 


Discovery of Fine Offshore| 
_ Banks Significant, 


May Mean Heavier Craft and 
Altered Methods. 


Mystery Still Clings About the 
Ocean Bonanza. 


While the find is shouded in mys- 
tery, due to the proverbial reluc- 
tance of fishermen to disclose the 
location of big catches, enough in- 
formation has come to light con- 
cerning the discovery of new fish- 
ing banks about 100 miles off this 
port to warrant the belief that 
heavy investments will be made 
next season in larger boats and heav- 


ler gear. 
The fishing banks were discovered 
a few weeks ago by Japanese who 
got farther away from shore than 
usual in search of tuna, which have 
been unusually scarce this summer. 
M. Yamamoto, one of the old Japa- 
nese in the harbor district, brought 
back reports of the new banks that 
created much 
reports are verified the banks will 
undoubtedly become a valuable as- 
set to Southern California. 
According to Yamamoto, the shal- 
low water discovered southwest of 
San Clemente Island extends nearly 
100 miles and fish of 
abound in those waters. Since then 
12 number of boats have made trips 
to the new banks, but mast of them 
have returned with tales of water 
too rough for fishing, 
BOATS TOO SMALL. 
Although there are about 350 fish- 
ing boats at the harbor, represent- 
ing an investment of about $1,500,- 
000 and giving employment to 1600 
fishermen, few of these craft 
can be
